Iraq has challenged “no-fly” zones 
imposed by the allies in the north 
and south, and has restricted U.N. 
weapons inspectors. 

The Pentagon said Monday’s 
bombing deprived Iraq of a coordi- 
nated system for an air defense 
network in the south. 

The primary targets Monday 
were anti-aircraft missile batteries 
that survived in the southern “no 
fly” zone last Wednesday when 
coalition allies renewed military 
action against Iraq. 

“All bombs appeared to hit the 
target,” Lt. Col. Robert Haselhoff, 
an F-15E pilot, said in a telephone 
interview with The Associated 
Press. 

Two U.S. planes fired at surface- 
to-air missile batteries after Iraqi 
radars locked onto the American 
planes, indicating they were 
preparing to fire, U.S. officials said. 

The White House said the bomb- 
ing came in response to Iraqi 
efforts to rebuild its air defense 
system in the south, and Baghdad’s 
challenge of the no-fly zones 
imposed by the United States and 
its allies. 

“It’s very simple,” the Pentagon 
spokesman said. “In the no-fly 
zones of northern and southern 
Iraq, all they have to do is stop 
shooting at coalition aircraft with 
their air defense artillery, stop 
locking on to coalition aircraft with 
their radars, take their surface-to- 
air missiles and put them back into 
storage so they’re not on hair trig- 
ger any more.”

ATLANTA — The widow of 
Martin Luther King Jr. called for 
peace Monday as about 1,100 
activists and politicians attended 
an ecumenical service honoring the 
murdered civil rights leader. 

“Today on Martin Luther King’s 
birthday we call for a moratorium 
on violence,” Coretta Scott King 
said at Ebenezer Baptist Church, 
where King and his father were co- 
pastors. “We call on a multicultural 
revolution of values in our nation 
and in our community.” 

“Maybe Martin King has left us, 
but his life is still going on because 
he forgot to put his lights out,” said 
the Rev. Joseph L. Roberts Jr., pas- 
tor at Ebenezer. “In him was light, 
and the life of Dr. King was the 
light for all people.” 

Atlanta Mayor Maynard Jackson 
drew applause from the crowd 
when he praised Gov. Zell Miller 
for his efforts to remove the 
Confederate battle emblem from 
Georgia’s state flag. The mayor 
called the current flag “a racist 
symbol.” 

“The issue is not whether the flag 
will be changed,” the mayor said. 
“The flag will be changed. The only

The march has 
been an annual event during the 
years-long struggle to have a 
statewide King day enacted. 

More than 2,000 attended a 
memorial breakfast in Boston. The 
guest speaker, Rep. Floyd Flake, D- 
N.Y., said it is time for minorities 
to rely less on government to solve 
problems. “As we examine what 
has happened to the dream, we 
cannot look merely to the political 
system for our solutions,” he said. 

On Sunday, in her annual “State 
of the Dream” speech at: Ebenezer, ~ 
Mrs. King urged Americans to join 
a national march on Washington 
this summer to awaken “the slum- 
bering conscience of our democra- 
Cy.” 

The march would mark the 30th 
anniversary of her husband’s “I 
have a dream” speech on Aug. 28, 
1963. A 20th anniversary march 
drew 500,000 people. 

“We go back to Washington 
because we still have that unhon- 
ored check that Martin Luther 
King Jr. talked about in his dream, 
the check that promises that all 
Americans would be guaranteed 
the inalienable rights of life, liberty 
and the pursuit of happiness,” Mrs. 
King said.

Racial equality in Utah questioned

OGDEN — The Rev. Shirley Jones painted a 
bleak picture of racial justice in Utah Monday, 
saying the Beehive State is no different than 
the rest of the world. 

Jones, speaking to about 200 people who hon- 
ored the memory of Martin Luther King Jr., 
said the warnings sounded by the slain civil 
rights leader are appropriate today. 

“Today, in the memory of Dr. King, awakest 
thou that sleepest,” Jones implored. “The ship 
has a hole in it, we are all on board, we cannot 
wait another 30 years.” 

Jones, keynote speaker at the annual Ogden 
Area Community Action Agency breakfast on 
Martin Luther King-Human Rights Day, urged 
Americans to renew passion in the fight for 
racial and sexual equality. 

In Utah, blacks still are unemployed or in low- 
paying jobs, a disproportionate number have 
been infected with the AIDS virus and they are 
targeted by police brutality, said Jones, pastor 
of the Friday Nite Live Shirley Jones Ministries 
of Ogden. 

“Utah is a microcosm of our world,” she said. 
“To deny the facts is to court disaster.”

City council 
to hear plan 
on improving 
‘old’ Provo

Several Provo neighborhoods 
may soon get face lifts. The Provo 
City Council will meet tonight to 
discuss ways to revitalize some of 
the city’s older residential areas. 

Cindy Richards, director of 
Townhall Neighbors Together 
(TNT), a Provo inner-city neighbor- 
hood advocacy group, said the city 
must focus on residential revital- 
ization. “Not enough funds have 
been given to neighborhoods,” 
Richards said. “For the past six or 
seven years Provo has centered its 
efforts on commercial develop- 
ment.” 

In tonight’s public meeting, 
Richards’ group and others will 
encourage council members to cre- 
ate a non-profit organization to 
restore some of Provo’s older com- 
munities. The organization would 
give citizens an opportunity to 
work with the city on revitalization 
projects. 

“We want to fix our neighbor- 
hoods before they become unfix- 
able,” Richards said. The creation 
of a non-profit organization is the 
key to stopping the deterioration of 
many Provo homes, parks and 
neighborhoods, she said. Richards 
also proposes establishing inner- 
city youth programs to decrease 
crime. 

Provo City Council Chairman 
Dennis Hall said the city is aware 
of many unique challenges facing 
the inner-city areas.

has told her of the signs of racial prejudice and 
brutality in that department. 

“Afro-Americans are beaten with little provo- 
cation and are referred to as ‘gorillas in the 
mist,’ “ according to the officer, Jones said. 

Racial minorities still are called on to die at 
war while others eseape by going to college, she 
said. 

But she closed her remarks in a reflection of 
the optimism and perseverance that King 
espoused. 

“Yet, America, I still have hope that today you 
will awaken and practice yourself the religion 
which you have given to me, and you are ready 
to work side by side with me in mutual trust 
and respect to build and live the greater 
dream,” Jones said. 

She said it is time for every American to 
demand jobs with equal pay for equal work, to 
speak as one voice against misuse of police 
force, demand that crimes of sexual violence be 
dealt with in a way that no longer punishes the 
victim, and let politicians know it’s time to face 
the real issues in society. 

Elsewhere, Gov. Mike Leavitt rang the state 
Capitol’s replica of the Liberty Bell to commem- 
orate King’s birth. The new Republican gover-

the executive office and other state agencies. 

The Martin Luther King Human Rights 
Commission also appeared before the 
Legislature to describe the panel’s role and 
goals for Utah. 

Commission Chairman Forrest Crawford said 
one undertaking is a rural outreach program to 
take the message of cooperation and under- 
standing to the entire state. 

While Utah has plenty of room to grow in its 
campaign to promote human rights, Crawford 
said, the last 10 years have brought improve- 
ments. 

The commission was appointed by Gov. Norm 
Bangerter in 1991. Its members come from a 
variety of ethnic backgrounds: Polynesian, 
Native American, Jewish, Oriental, Caucasian 
and Afro-American. One member also repre- 
sents the handicapped and veteran populations. 

The Utah Legislature has done some work on 
human rights issues which the commission sup- 
ported. Last year, the panel backed both the 
fair housing bill and the Utah Hate Crimes bill. 
However, Crawford feels there is more to be 
done.

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Train collision near Chicago kills 7 


GARY, Ind. — One commuter train sideswiped another at a narrow 
trestle Monday, ripping open cars “like a big razor blade” and killing 
seven people, an official said. Nearly 70 were injured, three critically. 

“We hung on and there were people flying around,” said Jane Mitchell, 
an uninjured passenger. 

The eastbound and westbound trains collided shortly after 9:30 a.m., 
said John Parsons, spokesman for Northern Indiana Commuter Transit 
District, which owns the Chicago-to-South Bend rail line. 

About 100 people were on the trains, a two-car No. 7 eastbound from 
Chicago and a three-car No. 12 from South Bend, Parsons said. 

The trains crashed where two tracks overlap in a gantlet west of a tres- 
tle that is too narrow for two trains to pass. It was unclear if both were 
moving or one was stopped waiting to cross the trestle. 

Rescuers used ropes to steady themselves up and down the embank- 
ment next to the tracks, which was snow-dusted and slippery in the 20- 
degree weather. Some of the injured were pulled from the train by hook- 
and-ladder fire trucks and taken to a makeshift helicopter landing area 
in a parking lot. 


850 marines leave starving Somalia 


MOGADISHU, Somalia — The first U.S. Marines prepare to leave 
Tuesday without bitterness despite coming under gunfire from Somalis. 

They are among the first 850 Marines returning to Camp Pendleton, 
Calif., leaving a force of less than 9,000 Marines in Somalia. 

Just a few days ago, a Somali sniper had shot and seriously wounded a 
Navy corpsman from Kilo Company, and another Marine was killed in 
an ambush, the first American military death in Somalia. 

Capt. Mike Belcher, 31, of Washington, D.C., commander of Kilo 
Company, said the Marines had completed their mission and were excit- 
ed about going home. 

Some hungry Somali children pressed against the airport gate trying to 

. get the attention of the departing American marines. 


Cabinet not ready for foreign policy 


WASHINGTON — Fewer than 48 hours before he assumes command 
of U.S. forces in combat, Bill Clinton has named just a handful of his 
defense and foreign policy advisers. The slow pace of filling those jobs 
could make it difficult for him to change U-S. policy toward Iraq, 
Somalia and Bosnia. 

Defense Secretary Dick Cheney said on ABC-TV Sunday that the 
. transfer of power at noon EST Wednesday, ought to be a “seamless web,” 
flowing uninterruptedly from the old to the new. 

But he went on to suggest that would be difficult without a new team 

. ready to step in. “There are 45 Senate-confirmed posts in the Defense 
.~ Department, and so far only one’s been filled,” said Cheney. 

A Clinton transition source said the criticism was overblown. 

-, “The Clinton National Security-Foreign Policy team has been together 
'. and meeting for some time, and quietly as is appropriate,” he said, 
’ speaking only on condition he not be identified.

Although recent weather reports 
say Utah is still in a drought, one 
BYU professor disagrees. 

In an interview with Professor 
Dale Stevens, director of the BYU 
weather station, he said Utah has 
not been in a drought the past six 
years. 

Utah should not be labeled in a 
climatological drought status 
because precipita- 
tion levels have 
cumulatively been 
above 70 percent of 
normal in the past 
six years, Stevens 
said. Also, the nat- 
ural vegetation 
which _ directly 
relies on the mois- 
ture content of the 
soil has not been 
greatly impacted 
by the recent water 
shortages, he said. 

The dry weather 
patterns Utah has 
experienced are 
very typical 
because of three 
climatic regions 


that make up 
Utah, Stevens 
said. 


About half the 
state of Utah has a 
semi-arid climate. 
One quarter of the 
state is humid con- 
tinental or moun- 
tainous, and 
another quarter of 
the state is considered to be a 
desert. 

All three of these climate regions 
do not have steady weather pat- 
terns. Instead, they fluctuate con- 
siderably from year to year, 
between wet or dry, and hot or 
cold. It is also normal that these 
regions receive most of their pre- 
cipitation in the winter months, 
Stevens said. 

The Palmer Index Scale, the pri- 
mary reference in labeling Utah in

a drought status, reflects the gen- 
eral moisture content of the soil by 
using precipitation and tempera- 
ture ratios. 

In order for a region to experience 
a climatological drought, precipita- 
tion must be less than 70 percent of 
normal, and natural vegetation 
must be impacted by the water 
shortages. 

“We are definitely not in a clima- 
tological drought, even though the 
figures of the 
Palmer Index 
| scale might indi- 
| cate so,” Stevens 
| said.

assists the drier 
summer months.

“Some reports say there is a need 
for 130 percent of normal for the 
next six years to take us out of the 
drought — I cannot agree with 
that,” Stevens said. “The main 
point is if you must look at the 
overall conditions in the last five 
years, it’s really not abnormal.” 

“There is no drought because 
weather patterns have followed a 
normal course for the climatic 
regions within Utah,” Stevens said. 


State Street repairs 


worry business owners

Although construction is more 
than a year away, owners and 
managers of local businesses have 
expressed concern about recon- 


_struction of State Street in Orem. 
“phe-Utah Department 


of 
Transportation (UDOT) has tenta- 
tively set spring 1994 as the start- 
ing time for reconstruction from 
1050 South to 1900 South on State 
Street. 

“The existing roadway will be 
reconstructed from the subgrade 
up, and the asphalt replaced with 
concrete,” said Ahmad Jaber, pre- 
construction engineer for UDOT. 

Jaber also said that Orem city 
and local utility companies will 
work in conjunction with UDOT to 
replace or improve existing utilities 
in the area. If construction does 
begin as scheduled, it will be com- 
pleted by September or October 
1994, Jaber said. 

“It will affect employees as well 
as the businesses,” said Dean 
Johansen, manager of Chuck-O- 
Rama. “We will have to lay people 
0: ee 

Carey Olsen, owner of The 
Hearthside Restaurant, agreed 
with Johansen. “It (construction) 
will have a major impact ... people 
will avoid it like the plague,” Olsen 
said. “It has the potential to put 
privately-owned businesses right 
out of business.” 

Businesses which are a part of a 
national corporation can absorb the 
losses easier than privately owned 
cotebliehaents like his own, Olsen 
said. 

“This is my only source of income, 
overhead costs still need to be met 
even if business/sales decrease. 
About all I can do is adjust my food 
orders down,” Olsen said. 

Johansen doesn’t see how busi- 
nesses can survive even if limited 
access is maintained. He believes 
people will reroute themselves dur- 
ing the construction and become 
adapted to using their new route. 

“Once the construction ends, some 
people may never change back to 
their old route (State Street),” 
Johansen said. This is one reason 
why it may be years before a busi- 
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ness recovers, if it ever does, he 
said. 

Though businesses will be incon- 
venienced for a period of time, the 
new surface will require less main- 
tenance, and businesses will be dis- 
turbed less frequently upon com- 
pletion; Jaber said.cHe saiid-this 
will benefit each business in the 
long-run. 

A similar project was completed 
along University Avenue where 
Bruce Clifford, part-owner of 


Kentucky Fried Chicken in Provo, } 


conducts business. 

“Although we lost $10,000 to 
$15,000 in sales over the period of 
construction, it was worth it 
because traffic flow is so much bet- 
ter now,” Clifford said. 

Jaber did point out that being a 
larger business helped absorb the 
losses. 

Ed Gifford, Orem city engineer, 
said that State Street needs recon- 
struction because, “It has exceeded 
its original design life ... it will be 
less expensive to reconstruct than 
to try and maintain the current 
structure.” 

New sidewalks will also be 
installed, Gifford said.

With Bush’s final hour involvements in famine-stricken Somalia and down-to- 
the-wire attack on southern Iraqi missile sites, it seems as if Bush planned to 
leave Clinton with unresolved foreign policy issues in an effort to test Clinton’s 
savvy in dealing with them immediately after taking office. ;

The Utah State Hospital provides 
a way for patients to attend LDS 
church services with the help of the 
BYU 7th Stake. 

The church representatives pro- 
gram was set up when the hospital 
found itself without enough volun- 
teers to help, said Dave Jensen, 
second counselor in the state hospi- 
tal ward.

“We are their link to the outside 
world,” said Jon White, 25, a senior 
from Huntsville, Ala., majoring in 
computer science. 

“The program lets (patients) know 
they can still communicate with 
the outside world and that people 
care about them. It gives me a 
chance to get away from school and 
visit with people that aren’t in my 
situation,” White said.

It 
involves snow over a wider area 
and produces longer and bigger 
avalanches.
